Thare bave been fifteen Presidents elected 
by the people, ta the allica of President of the 
United States, Ofthis number the present in- 
cumbent is the only sùtviyor, Itis trath that 
Filmore and Ichasun, who were chosen Vice- 
Presidents, ahd became Presidentsby the death 
of thé chiefs, Taylor aud Lineoln, are atill 
living. Tois is astonishing mortality, 

The first President, George Washington, died 
while the second President was in office, 

The second and third, John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson, decensed while the sixth 
President was in olico. 

The fourth President James Madison, and 
the fifth James Monroe, expired during the ad- 
ministatin of Pregident Jackson ; but Monroe 
died five yeats before Madison. 

The sixth Preaident, John Quincy Adams, 
lived nuuti 1848, and died when James K. Polk, 
tenth President, was in office, 

The seventh President, Gen, Andrew Jackson 
died three years before his predecessor, the 
sixth) President, jn 18-45. 

The sighth, Martin Van Buren, died in 1866 
woeu Andrew Jackson was in otlice. 

The ninth, Gen, Ear, ison, expired one month 
alter Wwausuration, in L841, 

Tas teath, James K Polk, died within three 
manihs niter leaving the office in 1849, 

Gen, Taylor, the eleventh President, died in

Acronis America and Asia," for a copy.of 
_wnich waere indebted to Mr. P, R. Brady, has 
obtained for it this position. The character 
’ ofthis volume Yornishes a sufficient argument 
the establish the great power of the author's 
pon; indeed, the ability of "magnifying mole- 
hilig into mountains,” displayed in the accounts 
which he gives of his observations in Arizona, 
has rarely been’ surpassed, When wo claim the 
existence of representations of this character 
we expect to he underatood as contending that 
the work ig a grosa exaggeration; and with the 
volume before us while we arem possession of 
the facta,fhat such itis we are prepared ta 
prove, Wemay here remarkthat in a work of thie’ 
character the render would very naturally ex- 
pect to find an opinion regarding the miveral 
_-xesonrces of the country, but the author never 
touched upon the subject, ; 
"My, Pampelly arrived at Tucson at a time 
when the condition of society was leas sys- 
‘ tematic than it now is. The coarse habits of 
the frontiersmen at first filled him with disgust, 
which ‘soon gave place to terror, His timidity 
gerved only to render his position the more 
terrible; for it induced the reckless frontiers- 
man, (with all his apparent roughness, yet, fro- 
quently, the very soul of magnauimity, bat with 
an ungnenchable thirst for the ludicrous,) to 
represent himgell'ns a most unserupulous vil- 
Jain and murderer, that he might enjoy the 
terror of the credulous newcomer. These were 
the days when it was a common practice with 
frontiaramen to discharge their revolvers in 
the direction of a crowd of “green uns,” taking 
care, however, that the bullet should take ef- 
fect in a wall—often only o few inches from 
_ ones head—or escape aver tha heads of the 
upinitiated raralists. Pumpelly. doubtless, wit- 
nesgod such Bcenes, or was, perhaps, made the 
victim ef this dangerous jc ke, and it is not 
therefore, surprising, that he should regard the 
inhabitants as cut-throats and murderers; and 
influenced by hia fears, that fancy should fix 
the perpetration of crimo upon his imagination 
with onfficient force to convey to him the idea 
of reality, We would rather believe that he 
wrote under some such influecve than thet ha 
knowingly falsified. In speakizg of his journey 
to Tucson he mentions having seena number 
of Indian camp fires at Apache Pass, and then 
proceeds as fullows i= 

t My first recollection aftor this, is of being 
awakened by thereport at a pistol, and of start- 

_ ing up to find myself mm a crowded room, where 
a score or more of people’ were quarreling at n 
gaming table, I had reacted Tucson, and bad 
thrown myself upon the floor of the frst room 
I could enter.” 

The fact is that Mr. Pampelly neither threw 
himcelf on a flocr, nor awoke at tho report of 
å pistol, nor started np to witnes n scene ata 
gaming table. He arrived in the morning at 
tho Buckly House, bathed his literary head and 
scientific hands in col water, went quietly to 
hed, slept, snored, and when tte bell rang for 
dinner atose, washed again, combed his silken 
locks, and dined. After this ho walked out to 
view the surroundings ; and it was during this 
walle that le made the following observation :— 

“All the ravines and rocks cf she Santa Rita 
muuntains are distinetsy visible from ‘Tucson ; 
and in the very dry season, as at the time of 


my visit, tho tall pines on the summit could be 
clearly distinguished standing out against the

Wor instance, 
he fills several pageg with accounts of Indian 
atrocities , thrilling scenes of desolated homes 
and wide-spread destruction, friends, compan- 
ions, neighbors and fellow-countrymen tortnred, 
murdered and mutilated ; and then saya of the 
white inhabitants who would take vengeance 
fot such outrages, “No treaty or flag of truce 
is, too sacred to be disregarded, no weapons too 
cruel or cowardly to he used or recommended 
by Americans.” 

The fact is that Pumpelly’s work, ‘Across 
America and Asia,” is, so far as America is 
concerned, an extravagant and absurd fable 
Tho whole account, it may be safe to conclude 
was “thrown together’’ at random in the hope 
that it would never reach the eyes of any one 
who would take the trouble(?) of collecting 
the facts and of exposing the falsehood. He 
gives @xaggerated accounts of incidents, and 
evidently having fergottan the names of pir 
sons and places, eonstracts names to answer 
his purpose, Rodgers, whom be ranresents as 
having Geuced conspicuously nt Santa Rita has 
had no existence thare; but the nets a'rributed 
to him were those of a man named Burch, 
In uke manner the acts of a man named Daily 
are representad as those of a Ve.

' The San Francisco Bulletin puhlisees the 
following particulara of recent Indian troubles 
in Alaska :— ; 

Tt seems some renegade white man had sold 
liquor to the Indians. One Siuwan became in~ 
toxicated on the nightof December 25th, and 
beat hissquaw so uumercifully that the blood 
issued from her mouth. Commodore Smith 
interposed, and sent a detachment to take Si- 
wan to the guard-house, and had the Indian 
woman taken to the house of one of the laun- 
dregsea in the immediate vicinity. Before the 
guard arrived to arrest Si-wan, he pretended to 
regret his ill treatment of his wife, and offering 
to shake hands with the laundress, seized her 
hand, sud before she or her husband, and w 
sergeant who was present, were aware of his 
intention, bit off one of her fingers, and imme- 
diately escaped to the Indian village. Lieut. 
Borrawa, the commanding officer of the post, 
immediutely despatched Lt. Louks with a de- 
tachment of men to seize the Indian. Si-wan 
was soon found, but refused to accompany the 
guard, Thealarm was rapidly epread through- 
out the Indian camp. Lieut. Louls finding 
himself to be overpowered, ordered his men to 
seize Si-wan, who, with his friends, resisted. 
No alternative was left but to give the order to 
fine on them. Si«wan was killed and his broth- 
er wounded. Lieut. Louks then returned to 
the garrison, besring the wounded Indian. 

“As soon as Commodore Smith heard of the 
difficulty he sent hig wife aud child inside the 
garrison, and having beer very friendly with 
the Indians and feeling that he had great ine 
fluence withthem, volunteered his services, and 
against ths importunities of his friends, started 
of for the Indian camp to pacify them. He 
had hardly Jets his door when he was shot down 
by an Indian lying in ambush, He staggared 
a few stepy toward the garrison, and foilon a 
log. The ofie ra atthe post hearing the firing, 
immodiate:* ran down and found him ingen- 
sible, and ha.t'ya venga ‘etter tock him 
10 the hospital, »* + inv lig dressed hia 
wounds, He hud reesived thirteen shots in the 
abdomen and three in the wrist. He lived 22 
hours suffering great azony most of the time 
bat died quietly on Sanday night, Dec, 26, his 
laat moments b.ing gusthed by every attention 
that kind friends could give, Sunday morning, 
Lieutenant Mouis sent a flag of truce demand- 
ing the immediate surrender of the murderer, 
making the destruction of the Indian vil'age 
at noon tho ulfimatum. The flag of truce 
party wag met by the Indians in their war 
paint. They refused to gurrender the murdorer, 
Scut=dao, or te have any intercourse vith the 
garrison, Every effort was made by the mili- 
tary olficera to secure tho murderer without ro- 
sorting to barsh measures, but without avail. 
Tho Indians placed scouts on the neighboring 
heights, and commenced an irritating fire, The 
garrison soon dislodged them nad oponed on 
the Indian village. Subsequently some of the 
moro friendly Indians secured Scut-doo and 
brought him in. 

Hontihtios consed, and s courtemartial ba- 
ing organized, at which all the chiefs were 
present, Scat doo was sentenced to be hanged. 
All, the chiefs incluled, admitted the justice 
ofthe sentence, and Scut-doo was executed at 
noon, Dec, 29, The condemned gdid that bis 
sentence was just, that he was ready to die, 
that ho was himself o chief and that he had 
killed a great chief named Commodore Smith, 
tbat he bore no enmity or ill will to Commo“ 
doré Smith, on the contrary, the latter had 
greutad him with groat kindness, and hed ofton 
made him preson.s, that the Groat Spirit above 
had commanded him to kill some one, and 
thet he had obeyed tho commend, but was 
sorry that Comasiore Smith wai the victim,

These are indeed the fivest remains, or 
rather relica, which are found upon our cau 
tinent, and represe t tha first or most civilized 
sgo which the former inbabi‘ants of this land 
enjoyed, Within ths U sited Staves, but more 
especially in the southern or southeastern 
ónos, the secon] class of antiquities show 
the nselves, They ara immense mounds which 
| seem to have been raised as places of buria 
aud tho repository of various utensils. Thoy 
are composed of several kinds of earths mixed 
[with shells, Itis now a question in scientific 
circles, and ono about which the “Doctors” 
have disputed whether these mounds are mere 
heaps of shells, or contain baman remains.

"Their form greatly resembled 
hisroglyphics, Through the center of sach 
of these ornaments wana triangular hole. 
Northwest of Kuesville is a gap, commonly 
known as indian Grave Gap. A few months 
ago an Indian idol wae found buried some 
distance beneath the earth, and, on fur. 
thor investigation, many remains of the old 
“mound-builders” were discovered. In this 
region many specimens‘of pstrifaction ara to 
be found, and it furnishes a rich zifthoti to the 
antiquarian and the geologist. 

Near Singking Creeek, abont four miles from 
Knoxville, there-iaa very high mound, with a 
thick wall extendiag nearly around jt, and 
then striking outin an easterly; direction, It 
is over three fect high, and if the earth was 
dug away from it it would reach mach higher, 
The wall is now covered with moss, and insome 
places trees are growing from it. 

In Anderson county many remains like this 
are found. A friend of mine, andone who ja 
sngazed in the pleasing oceupation of ex- 
cavating the mounds of Tennesee, has pene- 
trated to the hearths of forests, and there found 
even more aurprising relics of the mound- 
builders than have been found here. He in 
three weeks collected a very large number ot 
valuable relics; but of them I am not at liberty 
to speak any further, as they were shown in 
atrict confidence, and will appear some day in 
his report to H~--College, by which he is 
employed. The work of research which the 
above-named college iscarrying onis a very 
landable ove, It may servo to lift tha vail 
which eushrouds the former history of this 
country. It may bring to light that which wo 
least expect. 

If these exploration wero encouraged more 
than they are now, it would no deubt, even 
tually open to the ouxious antiquary a rich 
field for hia consideration, and to the hiatorian 
& fair and varied pi¢in trom whieh ho could 
glean many flowers to beautify his pages. 

Upon the tops of the lofty mountains, and 
upon the extensive plains of the far West, are 
to be found the remains ofthis mysterious race. 
It is not ta bo guppased thas some day thoro 
may not bs found such relics ay may oid us ia 
traciug back the origin of this poople? 

To Tonnesce, whero these moands n- 
bound, the attention of the antiquary should 
be directed, for its mountains and its fertile 
tracts present no mean offering tobim, From 
hem ho can glean many valuablo relics with 
which to earich his private cabinet, or the 
cabinet of his nation.

One of the most daring robberies, nud. ata 
tempta to murder aver recorded în the annaia . 
of crime in San Francigeo, was ene which waa. 
committed on Commercial street, between 
ee aud Kearney, on the afternoon of 
the 17th day of Auprst 1864, At half past’2 
o'clock, at a time when people wera constant 
ly pausing to aud fro along the Strect named, 
the pawn establishment of Mr. Meyers was en. . 
tered by an individual who knocked. down B. 
Meyers, aged 18 years, son of the proprietar, 
and then helped himself to watches, diamonds 
and jewelry of the yalne of several ¢hourand 
dollars, after which he mada his escape,’ For a 
long time the police worked assiduously te ep- 
deavor to discover who the perpetrator was, A 
gentleman who had arrived from Los Aupeles 
was noticed wearing a singular piece of jewelry 
which the officers thought looked very much, 
like part of the property stolen from Meyers’ 
store, and upon questioning him, ascertained 
that he had purchased it froma man in Tog 
Angeles. The piece of jewelry was identified 
by Meyers as his property, The officergob~ > 
tained the assistence of the military, and the 
man for whom they were searching waa arrest- 
ed near Fort Prescott, Arizena, At the time 
of hia arrest he had with him a carpet pack in 
which thera was aquantity of jewelry. ‘The 
prisoner was a tall, raw-boned individual 
named John Kelly. He was a native of Indiana 
and aged abont 30 years. He had come to 
California with the notorious Fourteenth - 
Regiment of of U, S. Infantry. [This lastis 
a mistake: the l4th Infantry arrived in Cati- 
fornia, uot in 1864 nor previous to that date, 
butin December 1865.—En, Antzonax.] One 
dark night the prisoner broke out of the guarde 
house, and, before the sentinel. could hail him, 
Kelly leaped from the biuff ints the abyss bor 
low. ‘he prisoner,it was supposed, bad bean 
erushed to pieces en the rocks as he fell, bus 
when day broke and search was instituted for 
what the cearchers expected to find—the dead, 
mutilated body--no trace of it could be found; 
so it became evident that Kelly bad not sugu 
tained serious injury, and he had made good 
his escapo, Kelly was nowt heard of in Santa 
Rita Mine, Arizona, whore ha was engaged as 
a blacksmith, Tor some time he worked at 
his trado, but he quurreled with the saperine 
tendent of the mine, Grésvener, and tried to 
stab him, for which ho was discharged, [This 
ia another mistake: The blacksmith who ata 
tompted to stab Mr Grosvenor, was not Kelly, 
but Burch, and the attempt was made in 1862. 
The Santa Rits mine was abandoned previous 
to 1864 and bac not since been worked. The 
following portion of the story recounts the care 
cer of Burch, in 1862-3, but one contemporary 
gives it to its readers asa recital of the ad= 
ventures of its man Kolly subsequent to the 
dato of the robbery on Commercial street in 
San Fraucisco. The story would be quite in- 
teresting if trac, but the names of persons and 
places, and tho dates at which incidents are 
ssid to havo transpired show that itis all a 
compounded mistake. Ths San Francisco põ- 
lice had, therefore, better resume the hunt for 
Kelly.—Eip,. Anizoxas.] From thore ho went 
to Tabac, where he killed a man with whom he 
had gwarreled, and aa the sympathies of the 
cltizans were with the murdered man, Kelly 
thought it necessary to have that part of the 
country to escape lynch law, From that 
placa ho wentto Chihuahua, near which city 
he murdered his travelling companion for hig 
money.

Resolved, ‘That in the administration of 
military affairs in his command, Gen, Devin 
has shown himsolf to be a thorough soldier, 
and n good Indian fighter that he has thore 
oughly comprehended the natare of the sav~ 
age snd implacable foe aguinst whom he 
waged war, und the difficulties incident to car- 
rying on an offensive var against him in his 
mountain fastnesses; that he has at all times 
shown himself to be “the right man in the 
right place’ and has never failed to prove 
himself edual to the situation. 

Resolved, That in our opinion, Gen, Devin 
has accomplished as much toward the subju- 
gation of the Apackio, as was possible to have 
been accomplished with the limited meaus at 
his command; and we deeply regret the inex- 
oreble necessity which kas caused his re- 
moval from the command of this district.
